Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Hall on 4-18-2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

The following non-elected material has been canceled without prejudice. 

Claims 4, 14, 15, 23, 24,28, 29 and 42 have been canceled. 

Claim 38, line 21 which begins with "4" and ends with "oxazin-3-one" has been 
canceled in its entirety. 

Claims 5 and 6, line 1 of each "3" has been changed to - -1- -. 

Claim 16, line 1 "14" has been changed to - -6- -. 

Claim 26, line 1 "25" has been changed to - -7- -. 

Claim 43, line 1 "or benzoxazinone" has been canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have overcome the 35 USC 112 rejection by their amendments and arguments They 
have overcome the enablement rejection with the citing of references showing the utility 
of compounds which are 5-HT6 modulators. The references cited by applicants are 
made of record. 

WO 99/50263 earlier cited by applicants discloses a genus of thrombin inhibitors 
including 1-(piperazin-1-ylmethylphenyl)quinol-2-ones and the corresponding 3,4- 
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dihydroquinol-3-ones. See page 6, line 17 to p. 12, line 16. Note the two piperazino 
values for Y at p. 8, lines 23 and 24. Note however that the compounds must contain a 
cyclic substituent at the 3-position. See the values of said substituent, i.e. R7, at p.8, 
line 29 to p. 9, line 34. Note that all of the disclosed species (p. 18 to p.39) have this 
subvstituent. Note also that the disclosed synthetic methods all prepare compounds 
containing this 3-position substituent. See p. 46, line 15 to p.60, line 20. Thus the instant 
compounds which are unsubstituted (preferred) or alkyl substituted at the 3-position are 
not anticipated and are also unobvious over this reference.
